And that the ſherife oꝛ coꝛoner mai retourne no jeſſe iſſues at the 
firſt dave then. x. and the leconde. cxx. s. aud ſo at euery daye.r.s.of increaſe. And ifthe ſberile 02 coꝛo 
ner to the contrary he wall fozfeyte euety tyme. xx. 3. Ind the mayer agouerners of cities and townes, 
that haue po wer tohere and determine plees perſonnels. haue power to examine and to determine it 
as is befoꝛeſayde. al well by examination as by triall. And vpon that the kinge (hal haue thone halte, the

If any Juſtice of peace vpon vehement ſuſpicion may commit any pcrſon ſuſpected to pꝛyſon, ther to 
remayne vwythout bayle oz mapnepꝛpſe. 

The offenders agapnſte this acte muſt be accuſed and conuict within thꝛe monethes next alter thof- 
fence commytted,
